own physiques? 
“Probably the majority would like to be told, 
“Eat exactly what you jilease! Don’t starve your­ 
self: don’t avoid pies and cakes and gravies and 
thick 
steaks w ith 
buttery m ashed 
potatoes. 
They’re good for you.” 
“But a Yale U niversity doctor, Howard 
W. 
Haggard, made alm ost that exact pronouncem ent 
this w eek, declaring, “We used to eat because we 
liked food, but w e don’t any more. 
The country 
has becom e diet-conscious. 
“ ‘If Americans would forget all about dieting 
for the next ten years they would be better off.’ ” 
“R eiterating that theory, Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
editor of the American Medical Association Jour­ 
nal, in San Francisco a few days ago, suggested 
that Californians w ho have been worrying about 
diets and calories ought to “step out and eat w hat 
they darn jilease.” 
“T he prescription sounds much too good to 
be tine, however. 
And most of the ladies, along 
with the menfolk, probably w on’t go berserk on 
aiiplie iiie a la m ode and waffles dripping m elted 
butter and stripped w ith ham, until a few more 
em inent m edicos change their view s and join w ith 
the tw o already advocating: “Down with d iets!” 


Absentee Ballots 
Available Aug. 10 
To Aug. 25 


Keen interest in m any county and 
sta te contests is expected by County 
C lerk Clayton to provide one of the 
heaviest volumes of absentee ballots 
cast at a prim ary election in several 
years. 
C andidates already are convassing 
their friends who will be out of the 
city on election day, urging them to 
leave an application for an absentee 
ballot to be forw arded to them when 
they are available at the clerk 's of­ 
fice on August 10.

m arked any tim e after receipt and re­ 
turned forthw ith to th e county clerk 
in the voter's hom e county. 


“Also, tile absentee ballot may be 
m arked now w ith a pencil o r pen in­ 
stead of having to be stam ped 
with 
the 'X ' as heretofore. 
We 110 longer 
will include th e rubber stam p and 
tiny pad in the ballot envelope- mail­ 
ed to the voter." 


O ther regulations regarding the spe­ 
cial ballot will rem ain unchanged. 


Persons who know they will 
be 
aw ay from their voting place 011 elec­ 
tion day. after August 10 may stam p 
th eir ballot in th e clerk's office any­ 
tim e during the 15 days, seal it aaid 
drop it in the ballot box. 


In the 1936 elections absentee bal­ 
lots decided several contests and may 
possibly wield the sam e influence 011 
the vote battles this summer.
